Our ‘national pastime is a game in which individual pertorm- 
ances, within the team pattern, supply the meat for the always 
fascinating fan palaver and debate. Ali feats are measured against 
the carefully compiled. treasury of performances. Whenever 
something extraordinary happens, like Larry Doby’s recent’ mam- 
moth home run in Yankee Stadium, there is a scurrying for points 
of comparison. and the event is chewed over for days. Batting 
averages, the heart of baseball statistics, are especially the subject 
of keen day to day interest. | 

Yet all these years, until just now, the people who pay the 
freight have been left to wonder and wait till the next morning's box 
scores to find out whether their man’s drive off the third baseman’s 
glove was an average-fattening hit or an average-decreasing error. 
Those within reasonable range of the press box would frantically 
signal their query, and I must confess that many the time 
day when all the other scribes were engrossed in their work or just 
didn’t bother; I surreptitiously leaned out and signalled the official 
scorer's yerdict via a circle made by thumb and forefinger for an 
error or upraised finger for a hit. I, too in my time have been a 
frustrated fan busting to know—right away! 

Interestingly, it took undbashed commercialism to start filling 
that big gap. In Ebbets Field and the Polo Grounds we may now 
see for the first time the hit or error flashed by the lighting of the 
“H” or “E” on the Schaefer Beer or Chesterfield Cigarette sign.

Whenever 
something extrao cyan happens, like Larry Doby’s recent: mam- 
moth home run in ‘Yankee Stadium, there is a seurrying for points 
of comparison and the event is chewed over. for days. Batting 
averages, the heart of baseball statistics, are. especially the subjee) 
of keen day to day interest. 

Yet all these years, until just now, the people who pay the 
freight have been left to wonder and wait till the next morning's box 
scores to find out whether their man’s drive off the third baseman’'s 
glove was an average-fattening hit or an average-decreasing error. 
Those within reasonable range of the press box would frantically 
signal. their query, and I must confess that many. the time 
day when all the other scribes were engrossed in their work or just 
didn’t bother, I surreptitiously leaned out and signalled the official 


 scorer’s verdict via. a circle made by thumb and forefinger for an 
error or upraised finger for a hit.

As James Taylor, wounded by a killer-cop on June 12, 
was formally charged this week with felonious assault, 
Harlem police were busy: lining up some: sin-spot char- 
acters as prosecution witnesses against Taylor, who was 
shot in the groin and another victim was killed. 

. Taylor, of 37 W. 118 St., who is an unemployed ship- 
ard worker and the father of six small children, was ar- 
raigned- Monday in Felony Coart, and. bound over for a. 
Grand Jury hearing in September. After argument by 
Civil Rights Congress attorney Emanuel Bloch, Magistrate 
Samuel Orr reduced Taylor's bail from $1,500 to $50°. 

Taylor was wounded when Abraham Yudenfreund, 
the killer-cop, without uniform or badge, and wearing .a 
bartenders apron, rushed out of Eddies Bar, 1408 Fifth 
Ave., to interfere in an argument between Taylor's cousin, 
Richard D. Brown, and Brown's wife Dorothy. As the 
cop beat Brown about the head, Taylor jumped in, throw- 


_ ing Yudenfreund to the curb. The cop fired, wounding 


‘both men. Brown died later that night in Harlem Hos- 
pital. Taylor. was taken to Bellevue Prison Ward.

Advise Tenants 
On Repair Laws 


The new rent rules issued this 
week by U, S. housing authorities, 
do not affect most tenants under 
federal rent laws, the United Har- 
lem Tenants and Consumers Or- 
ganization, 57 W.- 125 St. said 
this week. 


The brmunteebiah pointed this 
out in connection with releases of 
advice to tenants on securing re- 
pairs in dwellings. 


In a notice to tenants, 
stated: : 


“Your landlord is a lawbreaker 
if your apartment has not been 
painted in three or more years; if 
garbage disposal is inadequate; if 
ceilings leak and faucets drip, if 
your toilet is out of order; if ver- 
min infest your apartment, or if 
repairs are long overdue. 


“All these violations ate illegal : 
and you can get them corrected.” 


The organization also’ pointed 
out that tenants cannot be evicted 
for fighting for better housing and 
that: rent reductions can. be ob- 
tained if a tenant’s stove or Je 
frigerator is broken. 


UCO has experienced tenant 
consultants and legal advisers 
ready to aid tenants on such prob- 
lefhs as how to file against the 
landlord’s-request for an increase, 
what to do upon receipt of an 
eviction ‘notice or a dispossess, and 
what to do if the rent office gives 
the landlord an increase.

HE secret to unraveling the 

tangled. skein of America’s 
Negro question lies in its con- 
sideration as the issue of an op- 
pressed ‘nation. Within the borders 
of the United States, and under the 
jurisdiction of a single central govern- 
ment, there exist not one but two na- 
tions: a dominant white nation, with its 
Anglo-Saxon hierarchy, and a subject 
black one. 

Unlike the white immigrant minori- 
ties,. the Negro, wearing his badge of 
color, which sets the seal:of permanency 
on his inferior status, cannot, under con- 
temporary economic and social eondi- 
tions, be absorbed into the American 
community as a full-fledged citizen, lim- 
ited as this absorption is in practice 
even for large sections of the white 
minorities. -He cannot hope to escape 
as long as the status quo remains un- 
changed in the South. True, there are 
colored minorities, such as the colored 
Latin Americans — Mexicans, Puerto 
Ricans and others; there are Orientals, 
and remnants of the American Indians.

The history of the Ne in 
the United States is ageunbanabty in- 
tertwined with the history of the rest 
of the American people.

The Negro was not freed by the Revo- 
lution of 1776, nor was he fully freed 
by the Second American Revolution of 
1861-¥7—the Civil War and Reconstruc- 
tion. The fact is that the first American 
republic contained a glaring flaw—the 
institution of chattel slavery. This de- 
spite the aims so proudly proclaimed 
by the Declaration of Independence of 
man's inalienable right to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. Excluded 
from these “inalienable rights” was an 
important segment of the American peo- 
ple—the Negro slave who, at the time; 
comprised one-fifth of the country’s 
population. ‘ 
An Omission That 
Almost Proved Fatal 


Thus, the new American national state 
created as a result of revolution got off 
to.a false start. This “omission” was to 
prove almost fatal. -The glaring ambi- 
guity of a nation half free and half free
